age net return for the last two 
seasons. Since the Everglades 
produce such & heavy proportion of 
the bean crop, thelr average would 
not be much different from thé 
state average. Glades growers 
claim cost per hamper on car 
ranges from 50 cents to a dollar 
and probably averages 72 cents. 

A large proportion of the bean 
land is rented, and we were told 
that rentals run as high as"$45 and 
$50 an acre, although most of it 
this season is renting for $15 to 
$20 an acre. With three crops of 
beans grown on the same acreage, 
cost per crop, even at $45 rental, 
would be only $15. They keep the 
,land real busy, down there ‘with 
beans, cabbage, peas, tomatoes, 
potatoes and other crops for ten 
months in the year., The rental 
charge is included in the 75 cents 
production and packing figure. 

Net on Beans 

If a groser has three average 
crops of beans and sells for aver- 
age prices, he would net three 
times $27.30 per acre, or $81.90
